Germans Evacuate Pelop­ 
onnesus As British 
Push Eastward 
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(By Associator fn » » ) 
ROME, 
Oct. 7 —The Peloponne­ 
sus was virtually 
cleared 
of tile 
Gorman today and a artntetiW Of 
the Oreek government-in-exile took 
over administration of the leaf- 
shaped peninsula as British forces 
pushed eastw ard toward the Isth­ 
mus of Corinth. 
A field dispatch from 
the 
cap­ 
tured port of P atrai said the north­ 
ern rim of the Peloponnesus had 
been vacated by Nazi troops in the 
exodus noted earlier in the southern 
and central sections. 
Relatively light units of the law! 
forces of the Adriatic moved forward 
to liberate areas abandoned by th* 
Germ ans. W hen the G erm ans failed 
to m ake a m ajor stand a t Patrol 
and Rion to cover the retreat, then 
was little to bar complete liberation 
It was assumed here th at as the 
G erm ans shrank the outed peri­ 
m eter of the Greek defenses, they 
also abandoned 
islands 
along the 
Turkish cou^t and in the southern 
Aegean 
with

Crete. Even the Crete garrison has 
been considerably 
reduced,

m ost of the troops reported sw arm ­ 
ing to the western end of the island 
In the hops of escaping through the 
Allied air and sea blockade 
British ships b o m b a r d e d the 
Greek island of Levitha on Oct. 5 
and then landing parties captured 
the eastern half of the Island The 
G erm an commander on the island 
surrendered at dusk after a further 
bombardment.

CHICAGO — Four million farms 
will produce a third more food in 
1950 than did the 6.000,000 farms 
prior to the present war. said Theo­ 
dore Schultz, University of Chicago 
agricultural economist. 
‘•Never before iii history has so­ 
ciety been so near to having enough 
food for so many people," Prof. 
Schultz said. "Since the war alone, 
agricultural production in the United 
States ha* been increased fully one- 
tourth while the number of farms 
has shrunk perhaps one-tenth; farm 
population declined one-sixth and 
tile farm labor supply lost much In 
quantity and quality." 
Forces affecting growth of the 
demand for farm products are slow­ 
ing down, Schultz said 
First, the 
population that buys the bulk of 
farm products raised in western 
countries is increasing at a Slower 
rate than formerly. Second, people 
as they become richer—spend 
proportionately less of their income 
for consumer goods 
"In a real sense, the new knowl­ 
edge about nutrition is a new ele­ 
ment in shaping the demand." he 
said. "As the years go on. it is likely 
to lessen the demand for food by ! 
increasing its efficiency." 
Prof Schultz said the effects on 
income in certain trading countries 
will 
bi' decidedly adverse unless , 
people migrate from the farm to 
other opportunities 
Since the turn of the century’ the 
proportion of the working popu- 1 
latten engaged in agriculture in the 
United States has dropped from 
about 37 to 15 lier cent; in Canada, 
from 40 to 22 per cent; in Sweden. 
I rom 50 to 36 per cent; iii Japan, 
from 72 to less than 50 per cent.
